2) ...you will be rewarded with no less. Spurgeon : He giveth 
them rewards, not according to the greatness of the goods 
with which they have been entrusted, but according to their 
fidelity there unto, and he that hath been faithful to the 
least shall be as much rewarded, as he that hath been 
faithful in much. 


3)...creation or redemption. In one sense I can say creation, 
there for this servant represents a lost man. A man that 
rebels against God, slanders the name of God, and excuses 
his behavior before God. And really, if someone in genuinely 
saved, they naturally want to serve. But on the other hand, 
I've known folks that profess salvation in the strongest 
terms and yet never hit a lick at a snake, refuse to give, 
oppose going forward for the cause of Christ. Remember 
what 1 Corinthians 3:15 says in the context of the judgment 
Seat of Christ: 1 Corinthians 3:15 If any man's work shall 
be burned, he shall suffer loss: but he himself shall be 
saved; yet so as by fire. Suffer loss = injure, damage, cast 
away...
